Sun Storms,

The connection betweer the aurora,
sun spots and magnetic disturbances
has never been explained, but many
observations have shown that it def-
initely exists. - The outbreak of a ey-
clonic storm on the sun with the for-
mation of spots is immediately regis-
tered in every magnetic observatory
on the earth. Sometimes the disturb-
ance of terrestrial conditions is very
marked. S

For example, on Feb. 13, 1892, a
great spot, accompanied by enormous
cyclonic disturbances. burst forth on
the sun’s surface. That night a mag-
nificent aurora was visible all over the
northern half of the United States and
in many parts of Europe. Telegraph-
ing was carried on between New York
and Albany without batteries, so strong
were the earth currents. The tele-
graph system of Sweden was com-
pletely paralyzed, and in Russia much
difficulty was experienced with the tel-
egraph lines. At the Kew observatory
in England the magnetic needle swung
two degrees out of its normal position.

All this has furnished physicists and
astronomers a fruitful field for study,
and a vast mass of observations has
been accumulated, but so far no satis-
factory explanation of the mysterious
bond of sympathy between solar and
terrestrial influences has been forth-
coming, nor does any one yet kncw the
true nature of the aurora.

Not long ago there died in a north

This latter custom is said to be very
prevalent among the coal miners. The
tin miners of Cornwall almost invari-
ably include an umbrella among the
coffin “furniture.” _

A TUnigue ﬁiver.

Unique In its kind is no douht the
Mocona waterfall in the South Ameri-
can republic of Uruguay, situated
about two miles below the mouth of
the Piperi Assu river into the Uru-
guay. A great rock divides the river
into two separate stfeams in such a
manner that the right arm continues
its flow on the original level, while
the second arm falls gradually, so that
it finally lies 22 feef below the level
of the other arm. e bed of the up-
per part of the river:is not very deep,
and the water flows: partly in a right
angle to the river, thus forming a wa-
terfall of more thgn two miles in
length. 3

This unique view/presents itself to
the traveler, howevgr, only during the
winter, for in the summer, and ‘espe-
cially during the rpiny season, the
Uruguay contains sych immense guan-
tities of water that both arms form
one single stream, pavigable even for
the largest freight $teamers. The fall
bas been kmown fgr centuries, and a
description of it wag published as early
as 1691 by the Rev. Antonius Sepp, a
missionary from Tyrol, who spent over
20 years among t?e Iydians of Uru-
guay.

2,000 years. Circular in outlihe, the
island culminatesgin a conical ‘'shaped
elevation, due to past vclcani¢ agen-
cy, which rises to the height of 3.090
feet above sea level and is yisible over
an area having a radius of mofe than
100 miles. During the day malsses of
vapor are seen issuing from f point
high up the mountain side, and at
night successive displays of red light,
varying in duration and intensity,
somewhat resemble those of the gigan-
tic flashlight on the coast. Ths flashes
last from under one to over 20 pninutes,
gradually increasing to a ruddy glow
and as gradually fading away.

This island is referred to bi several
very ancient writers as the at nat-
ural pharos of the western ! Mediter-
ranean. Now it serves the syme pur-
pose for the constant stream of traf-
fic passing to and from thg French
and Italian ports in the gulfs;of Genoa
and of Lyons, through the 'gtrm’ts of
Messina, for which Strombali acts as
a “leading” light. To such lan extent
is this the case that, althouglf the other
principal islands of the Lipari archi-
pelago are marked by lighthouses,
nothing of the kind is pched upon
Stromboli.
